IS THE CITY BANKRUPT? 

The remark of tbo Mayor at the 
Council meeting oil Friday evening 
with respect to tlio insolvency of the 
Cvtv of Victoria has created much 
comment amongst the ratepayers. 
Many and anxious inquiries are heard 
as to what has become of the sums 
raised by taxation ; and already are 
hoard the first muttoringa of a storm 
of popular indignation which, unless 
a satisfactory explanation shall bo 
shortly forthcoming, will descend with 
fury od the heads of the Corporation. 
With the exercise of ordinary pru- 
dence and economy the impression is 
general that the sum raised by Muni- 
cipal taxation should be ample to de- 
fray the expense of running the civic 
"machine." A couple of years ago 
some ratepayers expressed the hope 
that there would bo a reduction in the 
rate of taxation when the streets then 
in course of construction had been 
completed. Tho works thou under 
weigh were extensive; and so long tti) 
the taxes drawn from tho ratepayers' 
pockots were expended in useful pub- 
lic improvements tho Englishman's 
privilege of growling was scarcely in- 
dulged in. A considerable body of 
laborers was furnished with employ- 
ment within the City limits, and a fair 
proportion of tho money expended 
found its way back into the pockets of 
various tradesmen. But now the case 
is different. Street work has been 
suspended, the laborers discharged 
still taxation has not 'been roducod 
and the Mayor says the City is insol- 
vent. If the Mayor's statement be cor- 
rect, if the City's credit is imperilled 
for want of $4000, and if her borrow 
ing powers be at an end, the public 
would like to be told what has been 
done with tho large sums received 
during the current year in payment of 
! taxes and rates? If the City in pre 
vious years was enabled to carry on 
extensive improvements and discharge 
, all its liabilities upon a revenue of 
$56,000, how does it happen that in 
1876, with a revonuo slightly increas- 
ed and with no improvements under- 
weigh, the erection of two lamp-posts 
in needed localities ill enough to 
bankrupt it? It must be painfully 
evident that there is a hole in the bot- 
tom of the Civic purse through which 
the public money escapes faster than 
it is put in. There must be a moth 
remorselessly eating, eating great 
holes in the Civic revenue. Is the 
name of that moth Extravaganco ? or 
■is it Dishonesty? That is a ques- 
tion that only an audit can answer. It 
will not do for Councillors to assert 
that if people do not wish to pay their 
taxes they cannot, be compelled to do 
so. The City has power to enforce 
payment — can levy on goods and 
chattels by distress, if necessary. 
Moroovor, we are assured that the 
amount of taxes in arrears is not large 
—that of a possible revenue of $55,000 
or $60,000 some §16,000 or $48,000 is 
already in the Collector's hands. Now, 
the most natural question under the 
circumstances for one to ask is. What 
ha8 become of that largo sum? Not 
only of that, but of the sum due the 
bank? for It is evident that there must 
be a considerable amount owing or 
the credit of tho City would still stand 
good there. 

Whilst we cannot acquit any mem- 
ber of tho Corporation of a share in 
the responsibility of tho Herious state 
of aiVnirs at tbo Town Hall, (since they 
all favor secret conclaves), wo are 
still mindful of tho fact that to tho 
"oxcited" utterance of Mr.Drurnmond 
are the public indebted for the little 
peep they have boon vouchsafed iuto 
the City treasury. That the fullest 
information was not placod before tho 
public mouths ago is not tho fault of 
tho Press, who nro allowed to report 
only the most meaningless twaddle 
and unimportant topics. Tho moment 
finances aro reached tho roporters are 
oxcludod in a highhanded and illegal 
manner. Wo aro not surprised at tho 
Council doing that. Shakespeare tolls 
iib of the ' faiilattiio liiciiB. 1 "mon 
dressed in a little brief authority" are 
capable of playing. But it has always 
boon a source of amazoment to us 
that tho Ratepayers should take 
matters so easily — that thoro should 
not bo found at least one amongst the 
largo body of persons who contribute 
to tho support of tho City Government 
to insist on being present while tho 
lineal condition of tho City was under 
discussion, and who, when forced to with- 
draw. would bring the Mayor and Council- 
lors before tho Supromo Court! Wliy 
was tho last i^suo of water debentures pa 
erifiood at 87% with accrued intorcMt? 
Bocnuso the offer was discussed and nc- 
oepted with closed door.s. Had tho offer 
ibeon discusHod in public this sacrifice 
wpuld bare been prevented and at least 



818 000 saved tho City. Now, what tho 
ratepayers aro interested xu knowing 
is whether thoro havo been any other 
transactions of a similar clutraotor that 
havo not met ths public eye ? Whothev 
the bankrupt condition of the City is owr 
ing to the extravagance, dishonesty or 
recklessness of its officials ? This they 
have a right to know. Tho Provincial 
Government havo tho power to institute a 
rigid investigation and ought to do it.

Tho following appears' in 
Times? . 

I havo read with oonsider-u) e aston- 
ishinont tho statement* made by 'A Cana- 
dian' in the Times of Saturday concerning 
tho Canada Paciffo railway. In 1873 (the 
yoai- in which tho Government of Sir 
John Macdonald gave placo to that of Mr. 
Mackenzie) , in company with a friend and 
two servants, I travorsocl tho whole routo 
of tho proposed railway from Toronto to 
Vancouver Island. When wo left Toron- 
to at the ond of Jane Sir John Macdonald 
was still inotlico, tho railway scheme had 
not been abandoned, ond tho linos from 
Montreal to Toronto, and from Toronto 
tn Lake Simcoe wero opon, as wo travell- 
ed over thorn, and they do not, therefore, 
owo their origin, as 'A Canadian' implies, 
to the Mackenzie Government, With the 
exception of a portion of tho forest on the 
oastern dank of tho Boeky Mountains the 
wholo routo of tho Pacitio railway had 
been surveyed, though its exact course 
had not been marked out, and considera- 
ble engineering difficulties were antici- 
pated in tho country along the north 
shore of Lako Superior and in tho Cas- 
cade range in British Columbia. I may 
here olmerve 'lint Hie change of Govern- 
ment was not made on the merits of two 
rival schemes for the course and con- 
struction of tbo railway, but in conse- 
quence of somo jobbery in oonoeclaon 
with tho contracts for carrying it out . 
Mr. Mackenzio does not deserve tho cre- 
dit for tho Pembina and Manitoba railway 
for it had been surveyed, but its construc- 
tion Had boon auflpended in favor of a di- 
rect lino from Lako Superior, itic n-l»ol« .<f 
which would lie in British territory, be- 
fore he cmuo into oflico. * * * With 
regard to the wagon road ov.or the Rocky 
Mountains, I cauuot believe it wan ovor 
soriously contemplated, for, apart from 
the difficulties of its construction^ would 
pass through hundreds of miles of forest, 
mountain, and swamp, where food could not 
bo found for even a score of rough lildian 
ponies, many of which dropped, by the 
way from sheer starvation. Tho immense 
size of many of tho rivers, liable to sud- 
den Hoods, would also render such a 
seherno impracticable and worthless. 
'These works (of Mr. Mackenzie's) com- 
pleted,' says 'A Canadian,' 'there would 
bo a direct and quick passage froui west 
to oast of tho Dominion by coach (!) over 
tho Rocky Mountains, by steam down to 
Manitoba, by rail to Pembina, and then 
by American rails, &6.\ to any part of tho 
world.' Some idea may bo formed of the 
practicability of this scheme when I say 
that it took us llvo months assistance from 
surveying parties en route, to accomplish 
tho distance from Red River to the settle- 
ment in British Columbia, at Kamloops. 
'A Cauadian' goes on to say, 'much of the 
scheme has already been accomplished, 
and that, too, without taxing tho people,' 
.Ac. With tho exception of tho telegraph 
(which, by tho way, I have no doubt is 
largely subsidized by the Hudson's Bay 
Company), and possibly a part of tho 
Pembina railway (a cheap line across 
prairie} country) , no part of the scheme 
has been accomplished, or even 
attempted by tho Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment, for the very good reason 
that it is impracticable, and, if practica- 
ble, would be comparatively useless. The 
coach road ovor tho mountuins is impos- 
sible for tho reasons I have already given . 
Tho navigation of tho Saskatchewan i-. 
open only for a short time in the spring , 
is always dangerous, and tloos not lio on 
the route of tho settle 1 districts. Iho 
railway routo through the United States 
is objectionable on account of toriffs, and 
because it is ' rfrmational, and identities 
tho magnificent prairio districts of Cen- 
tral Canada with the States rather than 
tho other parts of tho Dominion, and, 
worse, loads to its settlement with Ameri- 
cans rattier than English or Canadians. 
The time may not yet havo arrived for 
tho adoption of the origiual scheme of a 
Dominion railway, on account of the ex- 
pense, tho thinness of tho population, find 
tho geographical barriers; but it should 
not be lost sight of, nor should (he in. ko 
shifts of the Mackenzie Government be 
allowod to supersede it. Tho one is as 
truly Imperial and national as the othor 
is colonial and Provincial. Englishmen 
at home should not allow themselves to 
bo misled by » name, and think that, be- 
cause our British American possessions 
call themselves a Dominion, tho different 
Provinces of which it consists havo ceas- 
ed to have potty jealousies of each other. 
The present difficulty between the 
Eastern and Western Provinces is 
an Imperial question, and should 
not bo loft to tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment to decide, for it is too short- 
sighted to see the evil which may result 
fiom its wavering policy. 1 quite agree 
with 'A Canadian' in his final remarks that 
British Columbia cannot stand alone, and 
if it becomes separate from the Dominion 
it must inevitably fall into tho hands of 
the United States. At lmisouL Victoria 
is completely cut off from all Iho world, 
except San Francisco, of which, indeed, 
it is but a suburb, though Separated by 
many hundreds of miles; it is'dopondent 
on tho States for its corn and cattle! for, 
without a railway, it cannot obtain its 
own largo stores in the ceutro of the Pro- 
vince. Tho American party 'is very strong 
in both tho westorn and central portions 
of tho Dominion, for tho reason that they 
aro being settled by Americans mid trade 
with tho States, and wo must not bo sur- 
prised if tho persecution and faithless- 
ness of tho Eustern Provinces dnvo these 
portions of the umpire to forgot their 
loyalty to tho Crown.

<fc Co. agents for tho P M.S.S.Uo., in this 
city, offer a card "in explanation" (?) 
which however ill-chosen may be accre- 
dited with having most effectually Van- 
quished your correspondent "British 
Columbian" in his determination to force 
the public to disbelieve the statement 
that passengers shipping at San Francis- 
co for Victoria by one of tho mail steam- 
ers were made to pay Portland rates, 
tieing then three times tho pneo of atiek 
ot to Victoria, under the pretensi of the 
portion of the ship allotted tu Victoria 
bound passengers being full. it. does 
more; and — after having been cornered, 
acknowledges with cool characteristic im- 
pertinence, the practice of one of tho very, 
vexatious systems of which your several 
correspondents so justly domp aid'. 

Now it occurH to me to ask why are 
Victoria passengers either to or from re- 
stricted to tho use of only a portion of the 
ship? What regulates the division ? The 
portion allotted Victoria— if thus principle 
iB allowed— may be very small indeed, 
and may bo considered full at any time 
that tho strong prejudices of the agent, or 
other convenient circumstance, over- 
whelm his better judgment and the ad- 
vanced rate bo demanded. 

Why aro tho vessels run to extent in 
tho interest of foreign ports, when subsi- 
dized by tho Dominion Government sole- 
ly for tho benefits whioh may accrue from 
the existence of a lino of steamers run- 
ning in tho interest of this port alone for 
this accommodation of her people and 
the advancement of her interests. 
The course pursued by tho mail 
company in this respjeot, is in direct vio- 
latiun of the well-established rules regu- 
lating such service, contrary to fair deal- 
ing and to tho principle Upon which sub- 
sidies are granted— not in accord with 
the wishes ot this Province when advo- 
cating, or the intention of tho Doniion 
Government when granting such Stfbsij v. 
Any unbiased mind, any person in fact, 
unless perohahce a few who, regardless 
of tho public weal, aspire only to thoso 
"relations with tho S.S.Co. ," which "are 
of the most pleasant character" will ad- 
mit. Yet in their good nature but fuw 
seem willing to take tho initiatiw). The 
timo lias arrived however for decided ac- 
tion when tho Dominion Government 
must bo made acquainted with the fact 
that tho subsidy paid for tho mail hei vito 
t sStn Francisco as at present performed 
is simply so much money thrown away;

The agents in their card fall into,— to 
them— tho too common error of iv "dollar 
and cent" standard, seeming to overlook 
tho fact that it is not of tho §15 paid — 
which under ordinary clroumstknces 
would ba exceedingly reasonable— that 
your correspondents speak with disfavor, 
but of tho principle involved. At tlio 
timo this irregular ehargo was made 
Messrs. Rhodes 2t Co.wero Agents for tho 
Mail Co., in this place. Upon the cir- 
cumstances therewith beiug nnulo known 
in this city, none were more ready to con- 
demn, characterizing such acts as most 
unjust, or more urgent for their publica- 
tion, than Mr. Englohardt, who more than 
oneo pressed tho injured party to public- 
ly disclose.

London, Oct. 2.— The "Times" cor- 
respondent at Turkish head quarters 
says Thursday's battle both as regards 
losses and numbers engaged was de- 
cidedly tlio greatest of the 3 whole war. 
On tho ftont towards' Moravia tho 
Servian attack was mere directed 
against the Turkish bridge The 
main attack was against tho Turks 
left under Haleriok and Ali Pasha in 
order to cut oil' the Turkish retreat. 

London, Oct. 2. — A telegram to the 
"Times" from Belgrade says a dis- 
patch from the head quarters of the 
army of Moravia announces that 011 
Friday tlio Turks from Schiljegwatz 
attacked the Servians on this side and 
maintained their positions. Fighting 
was resinned on Saturday. Tho Ser- 
vians sustained a considerable loss. 
Tho Russians displayed great bravery. 
Two Servian aud thirty Russian officers 
were killed. Tho same dispatch says 
that a rumor has reached Belgrade, 
that Turkey will accept tho peace 
conditions provided' Servia is made 
to do likewise. 4000 Russians arrived 
at Belgrade ou Saturday. 

A special dispatch from Berlin to the 
Tima says that a considerable portion of 
the Russian army is to bo ready for im- 
mediate concentration. The cavalry and 
field artillery are now on a war footing, 
and the infantry aro ready to march. 

Tho Times Berlin correspondent gives 
substantially thu same account, of tho 
Czar's "letter to tho Emperor of Austria 
as that given by its Paris correspondent 
and published this morning. Flo also 
says that the Caur proposes that Be r via 
shall retain her present independence un- 
der Kussisn generals. Notwithstanding 
the serious stops taken by her there is a 
pretty gencv.d conviction that Russia 
does not wish to go to war. 

Austria's answer will probably refer the 
question of military occupation to a joint 
decision of the guaranteeing powers. Tho 
Russian diplomatists left no doubt as to 
the kind of independence they wished ac- 
corded to the Dalnia provinces. 
These provinces to bo like Hervia and 
Koumania all but independent under 
Christian governments supported by 
Christian soldiers having no connection 
with the Porto except financially.

Canada and British Columbia. 

(To tho Editor of tho Times.) 
Sir,— In "The Tunes" of Saturday 
appeared a letter, signed "A Cana- 
dian," questioning some of your 
statements made iu a leader of the 
20th ult. 

Having boon in British Columbia 
sinco IStil, and being politically aud 
otherwise connected with that pro- 
vince, I am iu a position to refute 
the assertions of your correspondent. 
In the first place, tho scheme of Sir 
John A'. Macdonald had not collapsed 
when ho was "in the height of his 
strength and following." The 
charter granted to Sir Hugh Allan 
was resigned in the autumn of 1873 ; 
just before the meeting of Parliament' 
and when Sir J ohn's following bad so 
fallen away that he found it necessary 
to tender his resignation to the 
Govonor General. Nor was the 
scheme necessarily abandoned because 
tho contract to one set of contractors 
had boon cancelled, neither was thero 
time for further negotiations, as tho 
resignation of tho Ministry followed 
in about six weeks. 

Few expected that the railroad 
would be completed by 1881, but 
British Columbia had a right to expect 
that a commencement would havo 
been made in 1873 in accordance 
with tno terms of confederation. 
Three years have olapsed and there 
is still no sign of construction on the 
western seaboard. 

Your correspondent is grossly in 
error in stating that 110 surveys bad 
boon made, and no lino fixed when 
Sir John was in power. Surveys 
were commenced in 1871, and tho 
terminus of tho line fixed at Esquimalt 
by a Minute of Council in 1873. 

Tho promise of Air. Mackenzie that 
he win construct tho lino "as soon as 
possible" is no satisfaction to my 
fellow-colonists when tboy see no 
sign of beginning. Had tho railroad 
been commenced, and the work car- 
tied on with a fair amount of energy, 
not a word would have been heard 
from British Columbia with regard to 
tho time limit. But three years havo 
been allowed to pass away without 
even fixing the route to bo adopted, 
as tho present Government main- 
tain they are not bound by tho Minute 
of Council passed by tho last Admin- 
istration. 

^ The Railroad Bill introduced in the 
Senate to carry out part of the com- 
promise arranged by Lord Carnarvon 
was defeated by a majority of two. 
Among those who voted against tho 
Bill was a recently appointed Senator 
of Mr. Mackenzie's party! 

This o'ecurred in the Session of 1875. 
During the last Session (of this year) 
no effort was made to reintroduce the 
Bill, or to give effect in any other way 
to tho compromise agreed to. 

Wo need no "generosity" from 
Canada, but wo certainly should like 
justice. British Columbia is neither 
unreasonable nor exacting, but when 
year after year slips by, and one 
broken promise is only replaced by 
another promise similarly broken, we 
do think that the timo has arrived 
when a dotnaud should bo mado that 
some portion of the tonus of confed- 
eration bo carried into effect. 

I might adduce many facts show- 
ing tho injustice done . to British 
Columbia; but, at prosent, will say 
nothing to increase the difference 
botweon the two Governments, which 
1 trust tho mission of Lord Dufferin 
may smooth away.

Atmospheric Engines for Tramways. 

The results of many experiments of late 
tend to suggest the great probability that 
at do very distant period horse-power will 
bo entirely superseded on street tram- 
ways. The great desideratum hitherto 
lias been a power easily controlled, econ- 
omical, and free from any demonstration 
of energy such 11s would bo likely to 
frighten horses, and such a power has 
boon produced lately in more than ono 
quarter of the world. A well-known en- 
gineering firm of London bus construct- 
ed a steam-engine which has for some- 
time been w orking most satisfactorily ou 
the Continent, and iu ono or two provin- 
cial towns experiments considered to be 
very successful have been tried. These 
have all, wo beliovo, been steam motors. 
A Parisian engineer has recently devised 
a car with which is incorporated mechan- 
ism for propelling it by means of com- 
pressed air. Condensed air ns a motive 
newer has boen frequently tried before, 
hut the particular invention referred to 
appears to differ from all others 
of the kind in ono important respect. At 
one end of tho tramway powerful con- 
densing engines aro required, and by 
moans of these nir is forced into reser- 
voirs beneath tho car under a pressure of 
twenty-live or thirty atmospheres. Prom 
these condensers tho air iu most other 
engines of the kind would operate direct- 
ly ou the machinery of tho car. By tho 
new system, however, it passes first 
through a volumo of Intensely hot water, 
and t hus becomes thorough saturated w ith 
steam. By this means a very small vol- 
ume of ivr is sufficient for a considerable 
journey. With nir condensed under a 
heavy pressure of t wenty-five atmospheres, 
eloven cubic feet will, it is said, propel 
an ordinary tram-ear for a mile. The new 
engine is pronounced to bo easily handl- 
ed, noiseless, and economical. Tho oper- 
ations of slackening or increasing speed, 
stopping or starting, ore effected with 
greater ettse than with horses, whtlo it 
does not appear to bo un especially com- 
plicated or expensive pieeo of mechanism. 
—Globe.
